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Bus campaigners: 'Enough is enough' 


CAMPAIGNERS in Bridport angered by cuts 
to key bus services have called for a "rural 
bill of rights" to protect important facilities 
in countryside communities. 

Frustrated residents, furious at the county council 
for slashing the subsidies it gives to bus providers, 
have this week launched a new campaign - the Bus 
Action Group - in an attempt to rally against the 
cuts. 

And protestors say transport is just a starting 
point for a drive to safeguard important facilities 
threatened to be cut off from rural communities. 

A successful campaign to save the bus linking 
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Bridport with Yeovil and Crewkerne earlier this year 
was fought long and hard by protestors. 

But recently announced cuts to the X31 service, 
heralded as a "flagship" route by passengers, have 
sparked campaigners into action again. 

"First of all we fought to save the 47 between Brid¬ 
port and Yeovil and before we had even finished 
celebrating, the evening X31 service between 
Axminster and Dorchester was cut and we are hav¬ 
ing to fight the same battle all over again," said 
town, district and county councillor Ros Kayes, who 
has helped to set up the group. 

She added: "Passengers could end up getting to¬ 
gether a campaign group and fighting each sepa¬ 
rate cut as it happens, which would be exhausting. 
But we have decided to take the bull by the horns 
and say enough is enough." 

For its new winter timetable, service provider First 
has scrapped its late-evening journeys and also re¬ 
duced its X31 Sunday service. 

But campaigners have reserved stronger criticism 
for Dorset County Council for failing to subsidise un¬ 


profitable services. The council says it follows De¬ 
partment of Transport guidelines to determine its 
subsidies. 

Now the campaign wants to see direct action to 
prevent residents being cut adrift from important 
facilities. 

Rebecca Hilton, a member of the Bus Action 
Group, said the bus cuts had had a "real impact"on 
family life. 

Since the route no longer passes through Martin- 
stown, near Dorchester, she faces a lengthy walk on 
a dangerous road from Winterborne Abbas to visit 
her mother in a nursing home in Winterborne 
Steepleton. 

She said: "I now have to walk for 20 minutes 
wheeling my grandson in the pram down a danger¬ 
ous road with blind bends and no pavements. 

"I've had ME for several years, so it's a real struggle. 
My son had to do the walk on crutches when he had 
a broken leg in the summer. 

"My twin daughters used to drop off and see their 
grandmother on the way home from college and 
then get back on the bus to come home to Bridport. 
Now they hardly see their gran at all." 

The campaign is calling for a "manifesto"for public

JOHN Antell has been Mayor of Dorchester on 
two occasions, has been involved with a num¬ 
ber of local community organisations and has 
lived in the Dorchester area for all of his life, 
apart from his surface years. 

He is related to Thomas Hardy through his 
great-grandfather, also called John Antell, who 
was born in 1816 and who married Mary Hands 
the younger sister of Jemima Hardy nee Hands, 
the mother of Thomas Hardy. 

This week Mr Antell stood down as chair of the 
Dorchester - Lubbecke Society after 13 years 
and by his own admission is now winding down 
the number of groups he is involved with. 


• WHERE were you born? 

I was born in Puddletown High Street in 1931, I'm 
told it was during a thunderstorm. My father was a 
gardener at Athelhampton and my mother was in 
service at Athelhampton Hall. 

• WHAT was your first job? 

I joined the Navy at the age of 15. It was a hard ap¬ 
prenticeship, something which teenagers today 
wouldn't put up with. I started out at Gosport and 
eventually joined the North Sea flotilla just after the 
war. I came out in 1956, just before the Suez crisis 
and fully expected to be recalled, but it didn't hap¬ 
pen. 

• JUST how difficult was it? 

As a lower deck rating it could be horrible. I remem¬ 
ber having a Petty Officer stand over me on Whirl¬ 
wind and make sure the scrubbing I was doing was 
up to scratch. If it wasn't I would have to start all over 
again. I also remember being in Scotland in the win¬ 
ter at 6am being told to roll up my trousers and take 
of my shoes and being forced to scrub the foc'sle 
until it was spotless. I couldn't feel my feet by the 
time I had finished. 

• BUT there must also have been more enjoy¬ 
able times for a young man? 

Oh yes, you really did see the world. I've been to 
Gibraltar, Malta, North Italy we even once went up 
through the Alps to Austria, there was also Cyprus, 
Rhodes, Egypt and the Suez Canal. 

• WAS there any question about returning to 
the Dorchester area once you were discharged? 
No, not really. I came back and worked for Parsons 
for a while and then at County Hall where I worked 
initially in the department dealing with school 
meals, then school health and finally planning 
where I finished up when I was 60. 

• APART from your work did you also became in¬ 
volved in other ways while at County Hall? 

Yes, I became involved with union work and finished 
upas vice-chairman of Nalgo and as welfare officer. 
I was also on theTrades Council and the South West 
TUC. I had long been interested in politics and 
joined the Labour Party. 

• THAT must have been quite a rarity when you 
stood as a councillor? 



When I started with West Dorset District Council I 
was the only Labour councillor on the executive 
committee and from there I went on to the town 
council where I was also very much in the minority, 
but by the time I came off West Dorset our numbers 
had grown and I was leader of the group. 

• AND did you also serve as Mayor of Dorch¬ 
ester? 

Twice - in 1994 and 1999.1 really enjoyed it, it en¬ 
abled you to get out and about and meet people 
behind many of our wonderful town organisations. 

• IS that how your association with the Dorch- 
ester-Lubbecke society started? 

Yes, I volunteered to represent the town council on 
the society. I am a staunch supporter of the EU and 
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in favour of links between towns and people in Eu¬ 
rope and very much enjoyed visiting Lubbecke 
where we have made many friends over the years. I 
used to attend the meetings regularly and became 
chairman 13 years ago. But I've now decided to 
stand down. We need to rebuild with some younger 
members and revitalise the link. The society owes a 
lot to former secretary Joan Woolcock and to Tess 
James who has now taken over. 

We can learn a lot from Germany. Generally their 
standard of living is higher than ours and they seem 
to welcome the link with us. We had a group over in 
Dorchester last year to celebrate the 40th anniver¬ 
sary. 

• ARE you also giving up some of your other 
roles? 

I've got to the age now where it's time to slow down. 
My health isn't what it once was and it's not so easy 
to get about any more. I've served on a number of 
organisations including the youth committee, arts 
groups and the Unison retired members group, but 
this being Dorchester I am sure there will be others 
who will take on some of the roles. 

• YOU must have seen lots of changes in Dorch¬ 
ester over the years - what do you think about 
some of those? 

There has been some big changes. I used to have an 
allotment on what is now the County Hospital and 
when Poundbury was farm fields. I like Poundbury, 
I think it's been good for the town and I was 
amongst the first to participate when the idea was 
first suggested. The town is much bigger and has 
more variety of shops and other attractions than it 
used to have - but we still haven't really made the 
best of some of our historical links. 

On the political side I've mellowed but the Labour 
party is still active in Dorchester and I will still offer 
my support where I can.

BRIDPORT businesses 
could lose out on 
tourism opportunities 
from across West 
Dorset if the town’s 
tourist information cen¬ 
tre is closed under dis¬ 
trict council 

cost-cutting measures, 
according to industry 
leaders. 

Scott Condliffe, the 
chairman of the Brid- 
port and District 
Tourism Association, 
warned that the centre 
acts as a “focal point”, 
knitting together organ¬ 
isations not only in 
Bridport but all over 
West Dorset. 

The district council is 
currently in the process 
of a major review of its 
services and has ear¬ 
marked TICs as a po¬ 
tential area to make 
savings. 

It insists that no deci¬ 
sions have yet been 
made, but has admitted 
that some services may 
have to be reduced, or 
stopped altogether. 

Bridport Town Coun¬ 
cil is in discussion with 
the district council’s 
tourism bosses over 
potential solutions, 
should WDDC decide 
it can no longer run the 
centre. 

And Mr Condliffe has 
warned that losing the 
network of TICs all 
around West Dorset 
could have a “signifi¬ 
cant impact” on the 
whole town. 

He said: “The TIC is 
very important for the 
future of tourism in 
Bridport. It acts like a 
reception in a hotel - a 
focal point for people 


by 
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to get information. 

“There are big bene¬ 
fits in having a network 
of TICs in West Dorset. 
It means someone can 
go into the Dorchester 
TIC and get all the in¬ 
formation they want 
about Bridport. 

“If we were to lose 
that, it would have 
quite a significant im¬ 
pact on the area. We 
could end up losing 
that feed of tourism 
from other areas.” 

He added: “Tourism 
is an industry that has a 
positive impact across 
many other subsidiary 
industries, so that re¬ 
duction will be felt 
across the town.” 

Bridport town clerk 
Bob Gillis said he was 
hoping to meet with the 
district council’s head 
of tourism and events 
to discuss the future of 
the centre, before the 
town council makes a 
formal response to the 
service review. 

And Councillor 
Robert Gould, Leader 
of West Dorset District 
Council, said there will 
be full consultation 
with all parties before 
any decisions are 
made. 

He said: “Options are 
open and there will be 
public consultation and 
dialogue with stake¬ 
holders before any de¬ 
cisions are made. 

“We are looking at 
the centres as part of a 
wider service review 



programme in response 
to the challenging fi¬ 
nancial climate for the 
public sector, which 
will continue in years 
to come no matter 
which party is in 
power.” 

Councillor Gould 
said the council needed 
to become more “com¬ 
mercially astute” and 


less reliant on grants 
from government. 

WDDC is anticipat¬ 
ing to have around £9.2 
million less per year to 
spend on services in 
2020 compared to 
2010. 

He said the council 
had to “transform” the 
way it delivers services 
with the resources it 


has available. 

“There will be some 
difficult choices to 
make and some serv¬ 
ices may have to be re¬ 
duced or stopped, 
while others could be 
provided in different 
ways, such as in part¬ 
nership with other or¬ 
ganisations,” Counc¬ 
illor Gould added. 


“We also need to take 
into account changes 
such as the impact of 
new technology when 
transforming our serv¬ 
ices. 

“For example, the 
visit-dorset.com 
tourism website has 
welcomed over 1.7 
million visitors during 
the last 12 months.”

transport in West Dorset and intends to make the 
point that lots of services could be at risk in rural 
communities unless action is taken. 

Councillor Kayes added: "Passengers on rural 
buses in West Dorset deserve a better deal. The 
county council has a duty to provide buses where 
there is no alternative and rural bus operators 
need to step up to the mark and recognise that 


what is a means of generating profit for them is 
actually a vital service for those who need it most. 

"We will be drawing up a list of things that we 
want to see and calling on Dorset County Council 
and the bus companies to provide them. 

"Personally, I would like to see this as part of a 
full rural 'bill of rights'that looks at the problems 
people have with accessing all kinds of services 
in our area, and how the elderly and those on low 
incomes are particularly affected."

UK's first tri-council partnership agreed 


THE country’s first tri-council partnership has been 
agreed by Weymouth & Portland Borough Council, 
North Dorset District Council and West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The ground-breaking partnership proposal will see 
the councils share a single workforce and chief exec¬ 
utive, saving £6million by 2020. 

Under the plan, each council would remain inde¬ 
pendent and equal. This means each council would 
have its own councillors, who will continue to make 
local decisions about services. Each council would 
continue to set its own budget, council tax and main¬ 
tain its separate identity and sovereignty. 

The creation of a tri-council partnership includes 
the proposal for a single workforce serving all three 
authorities. Office accommodation and ICT systems 
would be streamlined and shared to increase effi¬ 
ciency. 

The tri-council partnership would serve more than 
235,000 people and cover more than half the shire 
county of Dorset. 

Cllr Mike Byatt, Chairman of the Management 
Committee at Weymouth & Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil, said: “The tri-council partnership is innovative 
and ambitious, and will ensure we are in the best pos¬ 
sible position to protect front-line services in the face 
of reductions to local government funding.” 

“Together the three councils will have a stronger 
voice and have more influence locally and nationally 
and potentially be able to attract more investment 
through the local enterprise partnership and secure 


more private investment as part of economic growth 
plans.” 

Cllr Deborah Croney, Leader of North Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “This is a landmark decision that 
will protect and improve services for the future pro¬ 
viding an unlimited number of opportunities that will 
be of great benefit to residents.” 

Cllr Robert Gould, leader of West Dorset District 
Council, said: “I’m delighted all three councils have 
agreed to the partnership. 

“The three councils have a strong record of partner¬ 
ship and transformation in the face of continuing fi¬ 
nancial pressures. 

“The challenging agenda of change in local govern¬ 
ment requires new ways of working to secure best 
possible finances and new partnerships to deliver 
local services.” 

Government funding to all three councils has been 
reduced by more than 50 per cent in the five years up 
to 2015/2016. Reductions are likely to continue re¬ 
gardless of which political party forms future Gov¬ 
ernments. 

A successful partnership between West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council has been running since 2011 and has already 
saved some £9million. 

The councils have already secured £600,000 from 
the 2014/15 Government’s Transformation Challenge 
Award Fund for agreeing to share a chief executive, 
and the councils have bid for an additional £1.5mil- 
lion from the fund’s 2015/16 pot. 


Two fire authorities agree to potential merger 


Dorset Fire Authority (DFA) last week unanimously 
approved a potential combination with Wiltshire & 
Swindon Fire Authority. 

Eight residents'forums, a business forum and one 
volunteer sector forum have been held in Dorset 
throughout the consultation period. 

The results of the resident's forums show that the 
most popular choice by an overwhelming majority 
was to merge with Wiltshire & Swindon Fire Author¬ 
ity to create a single Combined Fire Authority while 
also collaborating with Bourne-mouth, Dorset, 
Poole, Wiltshire Swindon Borough Councils. 

The Wiltshire and Swindon Fire Authority met on 
Tuesday, November 11 th to make their decision. 

Chairman of Dorset Fire Authority, Cllr Rebecca 
Knox said: "I am delighted that members have 
unanimously supported the proposed combina¬ 
tion. 

"We have a fantastic fire and rescue service in 
Dorset and I know the authority wants to do what¬ 
ever it can to ensure the Service continues to keep 
the communities of Dorset safe." 

She added:"Although this decision does not solve 
all our financial pressures, it means we can continue 
to provide you with a great service, and also that we 
can make larger financial savings. 


"I am very appreciative of the time given by mem¬ 
bers of the community to have their say in the con¬ 
sultation. It was extremely important to the 
authority to have the views of the people it serves 
when making this decision." 

Chief Fire Officer Darran Gunter said: "I am very 
pleased that Fire Authority members have agreed 
to a potential combination with Wiltshire & Swin¬ 
don Fire Authority. 

"The potential budget deficit faced by Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service in 2017/18 ranges between 
£2.3million and £3.2million.The potential combina¬ 
tion with Wiltshire Fire and Rescue means savings 
of between £4million and £6million. 

He added: "I am extremely grateful to the mem¬ 
bers of our communities who took time to partici¬ 
pate in the consultation. If we have a positive 
outcome from the Wiltshire and Swindon meeting 
next week, my officers and staff will work very 
closely with their Wiltshire counterparts to ensure 
a safe, strong and sustainable fire and rescue service 
for the whole community." 

The intention would be for the new combined fire 
authority would come into being from 1st April 
2016. 
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Why do we need extra car park? 


■ IN REGARD to last week's front page head¬ 
line news on the'West Bay Car Park Scandal', 
I am writing to comment on the very mis¬ 
leading and partial statements made by Mr 
Gould, leader of the WDDC on the planning 
application WD/D/14/001958 for yet another 
car park at West Bay. 

The proposed development site is a Site of 
Nature Conservation Interest (an SNCI) site. 
The government gave delegated responsi¬ 
bility to Dorset Wildlife Trust in the early 
1990s for all our SNCI sites. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust have written to WDDC 
saying (I quote),"DWT strongly object to this 
application". 

They further point out that there are (I 
quote), "three nationally scarce plants" in 
danger due to "ground compacting and dis¬ 
turbance". 

Mr Gould conveniently fails to mention 
DWT's'strong objection'but quotes Natural 
England who are not actually responsible for 
SNCI sites! 

They are responsible for Sites of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI) which are present in 
the adjacent fields, not in this development 
site. 

It is these adjacent fields Natural England 
refer to in their submission to WDDC and not 
the car park site itself. 

Mr Gould also states that (quote) "existing 
parking capacity is affected by things like 
Broad church filming". 

Oh no it isn't! In the busiest month of the 
year (through August when this proposed 
car park was fully operational, albeit without 
proper planning permission) we counted the 
cars using this new car park several times 
every day of the month, and the free spaces 
in the other car parks. 

There were no vehicles at all that used this 
new car park on any day that Broadchurch 
was filming in August! Nor even when it co¬ 
incided with car boot day!! 

We have confirmed proper survey evi¬ 
dence to prove that when this new car park 
was in use in August for almost every single 
day the car park was either completely 


empty (15 days) or had just a handful of cars 
(under 10), and on all such days there were 
always more spaces available in the existing 
car parks. 

So contrary to WDDC's unresearched as¬ 
sumptions, this new car park is unnecessary 
and does nothing to contribute to the local 
economy. 

For those one or two exceptional days such 
as West Bay Day Sunday and Bank Holiday 
Sunday/Monday, there are several opportu¬ 
nities for WDDC to get their act together and 
better utilise the existing car park areas in 
West Bay, and also develop alternative sites. 

Around half the existing car parks have no 
marked parking bays. This makes for very un¬ 
economic use of the space in the large 
northern part of the main car park, East 
Beach CP and Station CP. 

There are unused spaces such as the 
gated/closed concrete extension to West 
Promenade, as well as fields on the easterly 
exit road from West Bay, none of which will 
destroy a Nature Conservation Area. 

On Bank Holiday Mondays, when Bridport 
Town Centre car parks are underused, WDDC 
could even run a Park & Ride scheme from 
the town centre to and from West Bay. 

There have been widespread objections to 
this development, not just from local resi¬ 
dent but from all over Bridport (almost 70 
pages of typed objections to date!). 

In addition the Bridport Town Council 
planning committee voted unanimously 
against the proposal, the Environment 
Forum similarly objected, so did the Cam¬ 
paign for the Protection of Rural England, 
and Dorset Wildlife Trust. 

This is an entirely unnecessary develop¬ 
ment that will destroy the only SNCI Nature 
Conservation Area within Bridport's bound¬ 
ary. 

There are plenty of alternative, less damag¬ 
ing solutions. For whose benefit is WDDC so 
doggedly pursuing this development?

A section of Ship Knapp, near 
the junction with the A35, will 
be closed for the duration of 
the works, which are scheduled 
to last until Wednesday No¬ 
vember 19th.

Devon cancer survivor helps 
find cures for cancer

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Huge crowd honours fallen heroes 


THE people of Bridport fell silent as a huge crowd 
gathered in bright sunshine at the War Memorial in 
South Street on Sunday to pay their respects to 
those who had lost their lives for their country. 

This year had added poignancy as it is one hun¬ 
dred years since the outbreak of World War I and 70 
years since the D Day landings. People representing 
30 associations and organisations from veterans to 
youth organisations laid wreaths in the traditional 
Remembrance Sunday parade. 

Led by Brigadier John Dean (Royal Artillery re¬ 
tired) the parade, which was first inspected by the 
Mayor of Bridport Councilor Maggie Ray in East 
Street, marched from the Town Hall to the War Me¬ 
morial led by the Wessex Military Band under Band¬ 
master Phil Bond. 

Brig Dean was assisted by Parade Marshall Captain 
NickTaylor 2IC"C"Company 6th Rifles, and Serjeant 
MajorTindall also of "C'Company 6th Rifles. 

Heading the Civic Party was L/Cpl Josh Lewis of 
the Bridport Army Cadet Force carrying the Town 
Union Standard. The rest of the party included the 
Mayor's escort Councillor Martin Ray, the Deputy 
Mayor Councillor Geoffrey Ackerman and his escort, 
Town Clerk Bob Gillis and town councillors and offi¬ 
cers. 

The Macebearers Cyril Whitlock and Paul Violet at¬ 
tended the mayor who was also joined by a mem¬ 
ber each from the 1 st West Bay (Mayor's Own) Sea 
Scouts and the Bridport Sea Cadet CorpTS Keppel. 

The parade organised by Bridport Town Council 
on behalf of the Bridport Branch of the Royal British 
Legion, were joined by hundreds of the public in 
prayers conducted by Reverend Canon Andrew 
Evans prior to the Two Minute Silence. 

The Last Post drifted on the autumnal air before 
Brig Dean delivered the Royal British Legion Exhor¬ 
tation. Charles Everidge of the Bridport Branch of 
the Burma Star Association followed reading the 
Kohima Epitaph before the playing of Reveille.

The Mayor then laid the first of the wreaths 
around the War Memorial before the parade filed 
into St Mary's Church for the Remembrance Serv¬ 
ice. 

For the first time, the the Wessex Military Band 
played in the church, and readings were read by 
Brig Dean and his predecessor Fido Vivian-May, who 
was accompanied by his former Parade Marshall 
W.O. II Paul Fowler Retd of the Queen's Royal 
Lancers. 

There was a new format after the conclusion of 
the service, with the band once again heading the 
parade back to Bucky Doo Square where the Mayor 
took the salute before addressing those present 
with is what is believed to be the first of its kind at 
such an occasion.

A BRIDPORT soldier returned to 
his home town to reunite with 
members of his family, many 
themselves still serving soldiers, 
to take part in the Remem¬ 
brance Sunday parade.

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Community group 
pays special tribute 


A BRIDPORT community group has paid special 
tribute to the local men who lost their lives during 
World War I. 

A huge poppy was constructed in Cooper’s Field to 
commemorate the centenary anniversary of the start 
of the war. 

Individual wooden crosses bearing the names of the 
153 local servicemen who died during the conflict 
were also placed in front of the display, as part of a 
unique act of remembrance 100 years after the war 
began. 

The idea was made a reality by the Allington Hill, 
Cooper’s Wood and Field Community Group, better 
known as the ‘Allington Hillbillies’. 

The group received donations of materials to con¬ 
struct the poppy, which stands at around four-and-a- 
half feet tall, and earned a £500 grant from the West 
Bay Car Boot Fund for a memorial bench to be pro¬ 
duced. 

The group’s co-ordinator Cathy Harvey said: “For 
the last year, we have been planning and raising 
money to put a memorial bench in the field. 

“The West Bay Car Boot Fund and the Woodland 
Trust have also donated over 200 trees in memory of 
those that lost their lives, and we welcome anyone 
who lost an ancestor to come forward and plant a tree 
in memory of them. This will take place in the spring 
of next year.” 

She added: “We also found that people wanted to 
have something that we could gather round over the 
Remembrance weekend, so a group of us got together 


and handmade the poppy. 

“We also invited local people to come and make the 
wooden crosses, which each bear the name of one of 
the men who lost their lives.” 

The names were read aloud by the Reverend Canon 
Andrew Evans and Associate Priest Margaret Preuss- 
Higham at Cooper’s Field, during a special service at 
the eleventh hour yesterday morning (Tuesday). A 
two minute silence was also observed at 11am to 
mark the occasion. 

The group now hopes to maintain the site as a me¬ 
morial to the fallen, by planting the trees and in¬ 
stalling the bench at some point in the new year.

School planting project growing fast 


CHILDREN at a Bridport school 
are digging into a nature project 
designed to help them pick up 
healthy eating habits. 

The 174 pupils at St Mary's Pri¬ 
mary School are benefiting from 
a special programme set up by 
the HOME in Bridport organisa¬ 
tion to redevelop the school's 
gardens. 

The project, backed by a £1,000 
grant from the Magna Housing 
Association's community initia¬ 
tive fund, is teaching pupils how 
to produce food from the ground 
up. 

Sarah Wilberforce, a HOME rep¬ 
resentative and a member of the 
Transition Town Bridport group 
helping with the project, said she 
was "thrilled" to hear that the 
number of pupils eating school 
dinners has gone through the 
roof since fresh food picked from 
the garden was introduced. 

She said cookery classes for 
parents as well as children are 
planned for the new year, and 
the learning is starting for some

young chefs already. 

"The cookery classes bring par¬ 
ents into the school community 
and develop trust. This has led to 
part-time employment for two 
people", she added. 

"We will continually encourage 
the St Mary's Board of Governors 
and parents to take ownership of 
the garden so that it is sustained 
within and by the community. 

"We are finding ways of im¬ 
proving communication so that 
a young generation and their 
families will gain from growing 
and preparing food from scratch 
which is delicious and nutritious." 

The project continues to grow 
and a number of events, includ¬ 
ing a community lunch for 80 
people, are planned for the com¬ 
ing months. 

And the garden is also helping 
to engage youngsters in other 


outdoor activities, such as scare¬ 
crow making. 

Ken Bodycombe, Magna's com¬ 
munity investment officer, said: 
"Our forum of residents, who de¬ 
cide where the CIF money is 
spent, were very pleased to sup¬ 
port the project to revive the fruit 
and vegetable garden at St 
Mary's. 

"The project has a direct impact 
on our residents, many of whom 
have children at the school. 

"It's a very practical enterprise, 
showing the pupils the link be¬ 
tween food in the ground and 
the food we eat. It's encouraging 
them to get involved and to eat 
healthy food they have grown 
themselves." 

Robert Golden, founder of the 
HOME project, added: "The 
HOME and Transition Town Brid¬ 
port teams and their partners in 
the school project are delighted 
at the joy and pleasure the devel¬ 
oping garden has brought to the 
children, their parents and the 
school's staff."

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Community backing for Neighbourhood Plan project 


HUNDREDS of Bridport residents have 
expressed an interest in helping to 
shape the future development of their 
town. 

The town council launched its ambi¬ 
tious Neighbourhood Plan project at 
a drop-in event on Saturday, and or¬ 
ganisers said they were impressed 
with the level of enthusiasm shown 
by local people. 

The finished plan, which could take 
around 18 months to complete, will 
set general planning policies for the 
development of land in the Bridport 
area. 

Project manager Mathew Dalton- 
Aram said he had already received a 
lot of positive feedback. 

Hesaid:"The launch went really well. 
There was a lot of interest from hun-

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dreds of people who really care about 
their local area and want to progress 
it. 

"The general theme is relatively pos¬ 
itive and people want to be involved 
- the launch has been even more con¬ 
structive than we thought it would 
be." 

Visitors suggested issues they would 
like to see covered by the plan, includ¬ 
ing public transport, housing, infra¬ 
structure and the management of 
green spaces.

ton, Bradpole, Bothenhampton and 
Walditch, and Symondsbury, are 
now tasked with establishing a steer¬ 
ing group to move the project for¬ 
ward. 

Once approved, the plan can influ¬ 
ence the design and delivery of new 
developments, allocate land for cer¬ 
tain projects and set policies to pro¬ 
tect green open spaces. 

Crucially, the plan will carry statu¬ 
tory weight and must be taken into 
consideration by applicants and plan¬ 
ning officials at West Dorset District 
Council, who ultimately decide 
whether or not to approve applica¬ 
tions. 


Mr Dalton-Aram added: "Even peo¬ 
ple who object to certain sites are not 
against development but are open to 
the idea of coming up with an alter¬ 
native pro-active plan. 

"The next stage now is to set up a 
steering group made up of represen¬ 
tatives from local community groups 
and parish councils, which we hope to 
get in place before Christmas. 

"Then in the new year we can start 
with community engagement and set 
up working groups who find the 
needs in the area and what the plan 
should achieve." 

West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has re¬ 
cently spoken of his pride that the 


area continues to be one of the lead¬ 
ers in a "quiet revolution"of local peo¬ 
ple taking control of development in 
their towns. 

He said: "The process of building a 
Neighbourhood Plan is building social 
capital on an enormous scale - many 
people who have felt disengaged 
from local government and from 
planning are involving themselves in 
heated but sensible discussion about 
how their own communities should 
develop. The fact is that true localism 
works."

Cranefly / Leatherjacket Alert 


GARDENERS and lawn-owners 
need to be aware that once again 
this autumn there has been a larger 
than usual emergence of cranefly 
tipula paludosa (or daddy-long¬ 
legs), which give rise to the lawn¬ 
damaging "leatherjacket" (so called 
because of the 'leatherjacket' skins 
left behind as the fly emerge from 
the pupae.) 

The adult cranefly emerge over a 
period during September/October, 
seek out a mate, the females lay up 
to three hundred eggs each in the 
lawn, then die. From then on it is all 
about survival of the eggs and 
hatchlings. Last year's mild winter 
and wet season produced plentiful 
lush grass and this created a popu¬ 
lation surge due to a very high sur¬ 
vival rate of the juvenile larvae. Wet 
periods help wash the eggs down 
into a more protected positon. Wet 
lawns generally mean they also 
aren't mown quite so often to dis¬ 
turb the fly and the incubation. It is 
often thought that this is frequently 
why one lawn can be ravaged and 
the lawn right next to it is relatively 
unscathed. 

These young larvae commence 
feeding on grass roots and the kind 
of damage this causes can be very 
evident from quite early in the 
spring, even late winter, when it is 
mild. They are quite capable of sur¬ 
viving the cold and burrow deep to 
avoid freezing, but protracted 
frozen ground reduces survival 
rates, and it is a few seasons since 
we experienced that. 

It is thought that declining bird 
populations are also contributing to 


this population increase, since 
flocks of starlings feasting on a lar¬ 
vae hatch is an increasingly rare 
sight. Unfortunately badgers are 
also very enthusiastic about the 
leatherjacket larvae and will bull¬ 
doze a lawn as they seek them out. 

Come Spring the larvae rapidly in¬ 
crease in size, appetite and lawn- 
root consumption.To avoid causing 
severe damage on lawns, early vig¬ 
ilance is required. At this time the 
grass itself is typically growing 
slowly and is well-watered. It can 
survive quite well with a damaged 
root system. As the spring turns to 
summer however, the grass metab¬ 
olism speeds up and water and nu¬ 
trients are used in increasing 
quantities as the grass plant devel¬ 
ops. It is now when the damage be¬ 
comes rapidly evident, appearing 
initially as yellowing patches with 
increasing areas of dead grass 
which can spread across the entire 


lawn. They are quite capable of dec¬ 
imating a lawn to the point where it 
needs complete replacement. 

The larvae then pupate in late 
summer, in preparation for the next 
generation of cranefly. 

If you are concerned about crane- 
fly populations you may have seen 
in September/October or think you 
may have issues with leatherjackets 
the Greenthumb Lawn-care Service 
can pay your lawn a free-no-oblig- 
ation visit and advise you on a 
course of action. 

Early intervention is necessary as 
the grass will recover from minor 
damage, but frequently needs to be 
completely re-laid or re-seeded if 
leatherjackets are left unchecked, at 
far greater expense. A stitch in 
time...!

Make it yourself... 

Autumn Vegetable Tagine 


NOVEMBER is when the slow cooking and 
casserole season really kicks off. Why not try a 
delicious, alternative Moroccan classic, slightly 
sweet, fragrant with a real flavour hit. This is 
the tagine we are currently serving at the 
restaurant, using the best local and seasonal 
produce available now. This dish can we pre¬ 
pared in advance and re-heated, it keeps well 
as contains no animal products. 

Serves 6 



Method 

PLACE the Tagine or saucepan 
on a medium heat, add a good 
50ml olive oil and the diced 
onion, cook the onion for 3 
minutes then add the garlic, 
ginger and chilli. Cook and stir 
for a further 3 minutes. 

Add the spices and tomato 
paste, stir well and cook for 1 
minute. Add the celery , leek, 
carrots, thyme and preserved 
lemon, cook for four to five 
minutes, stiring well to coat the 
vegetables with the spices. 


Add the butternut squash, stir 
and cook for a further 3 min¬ 
utes, then add the stock, stir 
well and bring theTagine to the 
boil. Turn the heat down to a 
gentle simmer, cover and sim¬ 
mer for 15 minutes. 

Add the parsnip and apricots, 
season well and simmer for a 
further 15 minutes.NB if you are 
using a Tagine dish, this part of 
the cooking can be done in a 
gentle oven....30 minutes at 
150 Cd reserve for use. When 
ready to serve the dish, put 3 
tablespoons in each tapas dish,

• 150gm, dried, but "ready to eat" apricots 

• Sea salt and ground pepper to season. 

Equipment needed 

• a good sized tagine or saucepan 

carefully place a goat's cheese 
round on top and bake in a pre¬ 
heated oven at 170 Degrees C 
for 10 minutes or until the 
goat's cheese is glazed and the 
tomato chowder is bubbling.

Make it yourself... 


Tunisian orange and pistachio cake 


THIS rich full flavoured treat has a course texture 
and a deep nutty flavour. It is delicious as a plain 
cake or can be seeped with the juice of more or¬ 
anges and a little sugar, then warmed up and 
served with ice cream, or lashings of clotted 
cream! Like all good cakes, bake at a "slow and 
low"temperature; 150°C. 


Serves 10 



Ingredients 

• 4 medium eggs 

• 250gm caster sugar 

• 125gm melted unsalted butter 

• 125gm virgin olive oil 

• 2 oranges (finely zested) 

• 250gm ground pistachio (I did this in a 
magi-mix) 

• 70gm polenta 

• 125gm plain flour 

• V/i heaped teaspoons baking powder 

• Juice 2 oranges, 50gm caster sugar and a 
good pinch of cinnamon powder to seep 
the cake 


Equipment needed 

• A 20cm spring form cake tin and a food 
processor to grind the pistachios. 


Method 

PREHEAT oven to150°C. 

Grease and line a 20cm spring 
form cake tin with baking parch¬ 
ment 

Firstly beat together the eggs 
and caster sugar until thick and 
creamy. Slowly add the melted 
butter, then the olive oil, don't 
worry if the mixture splits a little, 
as the dry ingredients will bring 


the mix back together. Add the 
orange zest. 

Mix together the ground pista¬ 
chio, polenta, plain flour and bak¬ 
ing powder; slowly fold into the 
wet ingredients. 

Transfer the mix to the pre¬ 
pared cake tin and bake for 50-60 
minutes at 150°C. The cake 
should have doubled in size and 
be firm to touch. 

Cool cake for 30 minutes after 


baking. 

Orange drizzle (optional) 

Place the orange juice and 
50gm sugar in a small pan. Heat 
gently to first dissolve the sugar, 
and reduce the liquid by one 
third until just thickening to a 
syrup. 

Using a skewer make 100 or so 
fine holes into the cake. Slowly 
and evenly spoon on the orange 
syrup so the cake absorbs it all.

The celebrated Somerleigh Players return with a 
landmark play for Dorchester audiences this autumn 


THE Somerleigh Players, who have firmly estab¬ 
lished themselves in Dorchester as a theatre 
group consistently staging excellent produc¬ 
tions at Dorchester Arts, are very excited to be 
performing 'My mother said I never should' writ¬ 
ten by Charlotte Keatley. 

Written in 1985, this was Keatley's first play, 
which The Independent described at the time 
as 'a play, which is both demanding and re¬ 
warding in its complexity' It has been translated 
into 22 languages and is the most performed 
play in the English language written by a 
woman. 

Following the lives of four generations of 
women, the play explores the difficult relation¬ 
ships between mothers and daughters, inter¬ 
weaving stories of their desire to love and be 
loved, their expectations and choices.
